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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 2/1 1/2010 was 
filed, and the submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. 
Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being considered by the 
examiner. 

2. With regard to the Applicant's remark, see Transmitter Letter dated 

02/1 1/2010, applicant stated that "Applicant has determined that five references 
previously discussed by the Examiner in the Office Actions dated January 7, 
2009, and June 24, 2009, were not listed in the Notices of References Cited 
(PTO-892) which accompanied those Office Actions." The statement is correct. 
The cited references (6690726 B1 , 5668599, 6785464 B1 , 20030123849 A1 , 
20060165387 A1) in applicant's IDS filed 2/11/2010 have been reconsidered by 
the examiner. 

3. Applicant then further stated that "Additionally, while the International 
Search Report filed on September 1 , 2006, in this national stage application 
appears in the Image File Wrapper, two of the background references identified 
therein (US 5,909,224 and US 5,621 ,464) were not listed in the Information 
Disclosure Statement also filed on September 1 , 2006." The statement is correct. 
The references are considered by the examiner. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 - 1 5 are allowed over prior art. 



Reason for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. The prior art made of record, in single or in combination, fails to disclose 
explicitly the limitations of: 

" the signal processing circuitry being arranged to execute a second video 
stream processing function using the written frame data in a temporally ordered 
input sequence of frames that differs from the output sequence, the second video 
stream processing function being arranged to select to read the frame data of 
predetermined first and second ones of the frames selectively from the first and 
second buffer memory respectively, the second ones of the frames occurring in 
the same temporal order in both the input and output sequence, the first ones of 
the frames containing at least all particular frames whose position relative to the 
second ones of the frames in the output sequence differs from the position of the 
particular frames relative to the second ones of the frames in the input 
sequence." as disclosed in Claim 1 . 

"the signal processing circuitry being arranged to execute a second video 
stream processing function using the written frame data in a temporally ordered 
input sequence of frames that differs from the output sequence, the first video 
stream processing function being arranged to select to write the frame data of 
predetermined first and second ones of the frames occurring in the same 
temporal order in both the input and output sequence, the first ones of the frames 
containing at least all particular frames whose position relative to the second 
ones of the frames in the output sequence differs from the position of the 
particular frames relative to the second ones of the frames in the input 
sequence." as disclosed in Claim 1 1 . 
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"reading frame data from predetermined first and second ones of the 
frames for use by the second video processing function selectively from the first 
and second buffer memory respectively, the second ones of the frames occurring 
in the same temporal order in both the input and output sequence, the first ones 
of the frames containing at least all particular frames whose position relative to 
the second ones of the frames in the output sequence differs from the position of 
the particular frames relative to the second ones of the frames in the input 
sequence." as disclosed in Claim 12. 

7. Additionally, all of the further limitations in claims 2-10, 13, 14, and 15 
are allowable, since the claims are dependent upon independent claims, 
respectively.
